Comrades, I want to speak 
briefly on one angle of Com- 
rade Hathaway's report. This 
is the red-baiting campaign 
which has taken on such large 
scale proportions in the recent 
period. We have all seen the 
series of articles by Stolberg, 
the Copeland attack, attacks by 
Woll, Ryan, Hearst, Martin, the 
New York Post and a host of 
others. What is the significance 
of this outburst of red-baiting? 
It means a rise and intensifica- 
tion of the offensive of reaction 
in the United States. Red-bait- 
ing is the ideological spear-head 
of those reactionary forces dis 
rected against the whole pro- 
gressive movement in America, 
Such a campaign that the Post 
and Woll and Stolberg and the 
rest of them are carrying on is 
also part and parcel of the gen- 
eral reactionary movement of 
Hearst, Mussolini and Hitler on 
a world scale. 

What is the purpose of this 
red-baiting campaign? Of 
course, a prime aim is to destroy 
the Communist Party. The re- 
actionary forces of the United 
States are not as happy as we 
are over the fact that we have 
gained 22,000 members in the 
last four months. They see our 
Party surging ahead on every 
front, sinking its roots into the 
great mass movements of this 
country and this deeply alarms 
them. So this red-baiting cam- 
paign is especially directed to 
destroy our Party, to break it 
up, to drive it underground, to 
isolate it from the masses, to 
cripple it in any way possible. 

But, comrades, the reaction- 
aries have broader aims in mind 
than to destroy our Party. They 
are trying with this red-baiting 
campaign to demoralize and 
eventually break up, if they 
can, every branch of the grow- 
ing democratic front in the 
United States. These people 
know perfectly well that if they 
can succeed in crippling or de- 
stroying the Communist Party, 
they are far on the way to the 
accomplishment of the main 
purpose they have in mind. The 
smash up or illegalizing of the 
Communist Party would open 
the door to the attack on every 
progressive movement in the 
country. 

We have all seen the tech- 
nique of reaction and fascism in 
Italy, in Germany. First the 
attack upon the Communist 
Party, then upon the trade 
unions, the cooperatives, the 
Socialist Party, the liberal par- 
ties and finally even the religi- 
ous organizations, and the de- 
struction of parliamentary gov- 
ernment and all democracy. 
This is the path that reaction 
in this country is attempting to 
travel and this red-baiting at- 
tack which is now going on is 
the ideological preparation for 
it, whether it comes from a 
Martin, a Stolberg, the New 
York Post or Hearst.

If we look just a little bit into 
the various red-baiting attacks 
being made. we can’t help but 
see that they hit not only the 
Communist Party but also the 
mass movements, For example, 
the anti-Party articles by Stol- 
berg. What do they boil down 
to in final analysis? Are they 
simply an attack upon our 
Party? Of course not. The 
main purpose of this series of 
articles is an attack on the CIO 
and their effect is an attempt 
to discredit the CIO. Stolberg’s 
articles play into the hands of 
William Green and the employ- 
ers, and they make more dif- 
ficult the unity of the trade 
union movement. 

Or take the denunciation of 
union leaders by Copeland in 
the investigation of the marine 
situation. Of course, Copeland, 
with such red-baiting wants to 
break up the Communist Party, 
but he has something more im- 
mediate to do, which is to smash 
the trade unions in the marine 
industry and that is precisely 
what he is driving at. 

Or take the big anti-Party 
campaign directed against Com- 


is the purpose of this? Is it 
simply to establish the prin- 
ciple that Communists cannot 
hold public office? . Of course 
that is one of the ideas they 
have in mind. But the immedi- 
ate objective is tq split up and 
demoralize the progressive 
forces in the City of New York. 

Or take the attack upon Com- 
rade Stalin's article during the 
last few days by the New York 
Post, which has for the past 
few years been parading as a 
liberal paper. What is the real 
effect of such an attack? It is 
directed against the collective 
security movement, against an 
effective struggle for peace. We 
know that/the only way a suc- 
cessful peace movement can be

Now, comrades, a realization 
of this fact that it is not only 
our Party, but the whole pro- 
gressive movement that is be- 
ing attacked by the red-baiting 
is very important for the de- 
velopment of our Party strug- 
gle. The fascists in the recent 
period have somewhat changed 
their red-baiting tactics, adopt- 
ing a different line, applying 
one of those tricks that Com- 
rade Stalin gave us such timely 
warning about in his epoch- 
making article. You remember, 
for example, in the 1936 elec- 
tions that the fascists came out 
denouncing Roosevelt and his 
whole movement as Communist, 
and they tried to make the elec- 
tion issue Communism versus 
capitalism in America. They 
did the same in the New York 
elections. But in both instances, 
in the 1936 election and. last 
year’s election in New York, the 
red-baiting campaign did not 
succeed. The people were not 
deceived by it. 


Now the fascists and reac- 
tionaries, with their stooges, the 
Lovestoneites, and Trotskyites 
and the rest of the red-baiting 
hangers-on have adopted a 
somewhat different tactic. They 
have largely narrowed down the 


attack ostensibly to the Com- 


munist Party. But we must not 
be mistaken by that. We must 
always remember t wo things. 
One is that when the necessity 
arises, as the democratic front 
struggle broadens out, the red- 
baiters will again broaden out 
the red issue, and the second 
thing to remember is that the 
red-baiters have always 
behind their attack upon our 
Party an attack upon every 
form of progressive mass move- 
ment in this country. 
* 


An interesting thing to see is 
the division of labor that is be- 
ing developed by the red-bait- 
ers. For example, the open re- 
actionaries charge us with want- 
ing to make a revolution, to es- 
tablish socialism. Whereas, the 
other brand of red-baiters, Love- 
stoneites, Trotskyites, and 
Thomasites, and others who 
travel under a fog of left 
phrases, make exactly the re- 
verse charges against us. They 
say that we have abandoned so- 
cialism and have no interest 
whatever in the revolution. So 
between the two of them the 
capitalists accusing us of want- 
ing to destroy c 
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that we have abandoned the 
revolution, they get us sort of 
coming and going. 

Now what is the truth of the much 
mooted matter of the Communist Pafty’s 
stand regarding Socialism? The Com- 
munist Party is the party of socialism, 
and it has never obscured that fact. 
Comrade Stalin, in his article has not 
laid down any new line, which is the 
revolutionary line that our movement 
has carried on ever since the days of 
Marx: for the eventual establishment 
of Socialism all over the world. The 
special significance of Comrade Stalin's 


article is not that it states a new policy, 


but that it stresses the great urgency 
of the war danger and the imperative 
necessity of the World's toiling masses 


that we want war, a war in order to es- 
tablish socialism. But according to the 
red-baiting division of labor, the Love-

stoneites, Trotskyites and Thomasites 
and the rest of them who are tailing 
after Hearst and Co., attack us from 
a different standpoint. They say we 
want war—but not to establish social- 
ism. They assert that we have given 
up socialism. Apparently we want a 
war for the sake of a war. 

All such charges are, of course, the 
vilest slanders. Our Party wants peace. 
Our Party is the most logical, the most 
consistent, the most successful fighter 
for peace. The labor movement all over 
the world wants peace—must have peace 
in order to develop. Ever since its in- 
ception, the Soviet Union has been the 
outstanding champion of peace and 
even the bourgeois papers have been 
compelled to recognize this fact. The 
Socialist movement in every country 
wants peace, and the policy that the 
Communist Party fights for, collective 
security, is the only possible way to pre- 
serve peace in the world. It is char- 
acteristic that as the war danger deep- 
ens, its authors—the fascists and their 
red-baiting hangers on, try to pin the 
responsibility upon the great fighters 
for peace, the Soviet Union and the 
Communigt Parties in the various coun- 
tries.

The red-baiters make another argu- 
ment against us.

Let us hope that in this country de- 
mocracy does not have to travel the 
stormy path that it is now doing in 
Spain; let us hope that in America 
we can build up such a gigantic people's 
front movement in defense of democ- 
racy, that the reactionaries will never 
dare to raise arms against it, as they 
did in Spain.

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Now, Comrades, the matter of how to 
fight red-baiting is very important. Of 
course, the fight against red-baiting is 
the fight against reaction and fascism 
generally, and can in no way be sep- 
arated from this fight There are two 
angles in this struggle against red-bait- 
ing. ideological and organizational. These 
are interlocked into one another, and 


cannot be separated. 

Now for a few words into the ideo- 
logical aspect of our fight. In our 
polemics against the red-baiting enemy 
we have to keep clearly in mind the 
fact that red baiting is not simply an 
attack against the Communist Party. 
This is the key to our whole strategy. 
Of course, we must reply to every charge 
that is aimed against our Party, we 
must defend our Party’s record and 
policy. But in doing so, we must not 
fall into a sectarian position, by han- 
dling red-baiting as though it were 
merely directed against our Party. Such 
a mistaken course would isolate us from 
the masses. Regardless of how sharp 
the red-baiting may be against us, we 


must resolutély identify red-baiting as 


an attack against the whole progressive 
movement in all its aspects, the trade 
union, the political parties, the youth 
groups, the Negro movements, and all 
the rest. We must show the workers 
that the attack on the Communist 
Party is not a thing by itself, that the 
attack upon the Communist Party is 
an attack upon the advance guard of 
the working class, that a successful as- 
sault upon the Communist Party opens 
the door to a union-smashing cam- 
paign, that it is an attack against the 
CIO, against the A. F. of L. the Non- 
Partisan League, and every progressive 
political group and I want to lay spe- 
cial emphasis upon this, that the attack 
is also, in the long run, an attack on 
religious freedom.

BROWN TRACES FORCES 

Going into a penetrating analysis 
of the many angles relating to the 
peace question, F. Brown, of the 
Central Committee, said the issue 
is closely bound up with the de- 
tense of democracy and the im- 


provement of the economic condi- 
tions of the masses.” 


Brown pointed out that many in

(2) Elements which supports neu- 
trality aiming for & compromise 
with fascism— the current that fol- 
lows the lead of the British foreign 
office.” 

(3) Confused liberals 
pacifists who while shouting loudly 
against fascism, at the same time 
boost neutrality forgetting that no 
country can remain isolated morally 
or economically today. 

(4) The counter - revolutionary 
Trotzkyites and Lovestoneites “who 
want to bring about a ‘revolution’ 
not in Germany, not in Franco ter- 
ritory of Spain but in the broadest 
democracy in the world—in the So- 
viet Union, and in democratic 
Spain.” These forces, Brown said, 
are “selling their counter-revolu- 
tionary theories under the cloak_of 
left-phrases, for the use of the re- 
actionary press, to boost isolation 
and so supporting the aggression 
that is going on.” 

(5) .“The few Socialists like Nor- 
man Thomas, who swing as a pen- 
dulum between all currents and 
faithful to their ‘super-objectivity’
